“CHRIST, A PERFECT SAVIOR.” 


SUGGESTED BY’ READING HEB. 5: 9. 


The greatest lesson of the gospel, and the one that 
should be most devoutly learned, is that exemplified in 
the life of Christ. No doubt there is much of the 
mysterious clustering around the incarnated life of the 
Master—much in his life and death that as yet we do 
not fully comprehend—yet in the exercise of our 
simple faith we accept him as our Savior—the Lamb 
slain from the foundation of the world, the Prince of 
Peace, the promise to Israel, the Jews’ Messiah. The 
declaration of Scripture is to the effect that he was 
made perfect. This perfection becomes necessary in 
the case of the Redeemer, not only from the nature of 
things, but that he might be the anti-type of the pas- 
chal lamb. The sacrifice of the Aaronic priesthood 
must be without spot or blemish physically, or it could 
not serve the purpose of the passover feast. Christ 
being the reality, of which this was only the type, 
must be pure, must be the incarnation of divinity it- 
self, otherwise complete salvation from sin could not 
be portrayed to the human understanding. There is 
searcely a life perhaps that may not exhibit a partial 
salvation from sin. He who is free from the power ot 
any one sinful indulgence is saved from that sin, and 
he who is free from the mastering forces of the greatest 
number of moral and spiritual evils is nearest com- 
plete salvation. Christ was wholly from under the 
bondage of sin, therefore completely saved and ex- 
hibiting a life whose precepts, if obeyed, become the 
author of eternal life. It was by obedience that Christ 
became thus perfect and able to save, “‘even unto the 
uttermost;”’ for the context reads that ‘“Who in the 
days of his flesh offered up prayers and supplications 
unto him that was able to save, and was heard in that 
that he feared, learning obedience by the things which 
he suffered.”’ Thus he became the author of salvation 
by becoming “the way, the truth, and the life.” 

When we read those words of the Master’s where 
he says, “I am the way, the truth, and the life,”’ do we 
always get into the midst of the meaning of them? Do 
we stop to think of the signification of the words way, 
truth, life? We scarcely ever think of these except in 
the form they come to us, through the vision of mate- 
rial sense—of a road, asa road or passage; a manner 
or method of truth as an abstraction; of life as that 
quality of animation belonging to all animal and vege- 
table existence. Nothing further than this, perhaps, 
engages our attention. But as we read the utterance 
of the Savior it seems to us, when we consider the 
transcendent superiority of his being over any that has 
taken up habitation among men, that in all the history 
of literature never are these words so full of meaning 
as they possess in the memorable utterance, “I am the 
way, the truth, and the life. No man cometh unto the 
Father but by me.” 





How is it possible for us to comprehend a being as 
the embodiment of truth, or of a way? From a ma- 
terial point of view it is out of the question. We can 
no more understand it than did Pilate, who put the 
question, What is truth? But when we come to that 
point in intellectual and spiritual development where 
we may know, that Christ’s kingdom is not of the 
‘world, but a product of heaven, then we begin to catch 
true glimpses of the deeper signification of the saying. 
While it may be true that these words, as referred to 
by Jesus, partake to an extent of the signification we 
usually give to them, yet their partaking of such a 
nature is limited. Here, truly, in a person, was the 
embodiment of a way, a truth, a life. 

“When Paul would show the Corinthians a “more ex- 
cellent way” it would be but a picture of Christ. 
When that body of Jews believed Christ, he says: 
“Continue in belief and ye shall know the truth, and 
the truth will make you free.’ The Jews were of 
course ignorant of the true spiritual character of the 
kingdom of God as Christ would reveal, but a contin- 
ued believing in him would necessitate a growth in 
likeness unto him, and finally they would arrive to 
know him as he is, whom to know aright is life eternal. 

Here are the two words blended into one meaning— 
life’s truth: know Christ; he is life and truth, and he 
will make you free; know Christ, for this is life eternal. 
Eternal life finds its exemplification in Christ; not 
simply unending existence, but eternal life in all its 
broad extent of beauty and holiness. Know more of 
Christ, not simply as a figure in history, but as a 
mighty something, without which the world would lose 
half its life; viz., that which belongs to the realm ot 
spirit. Know the truth; it will make you free. Know 
the way; it will lead you up to God. Know the life; 
it will create an eternal fullness, and in the end un- 
ceasing joy. B. R. Lona.

A FURTHER VIEW OF THE SAME SUBJECT. 

Among the richest gifts bestowed on man is the 
mental faculties. 
and anticipation of the future, without these human 
life and animal existence would bea barren waste. The 
affections of the human heart can exist only while the 
mental power can identify its object; this is what is 
termed the natural affections. Memory presents the 
object and affection recognizes it. 

Bro. James Muple has written for the HERALD quite 
elaborately on the subject of ‘Heavenly Recognition.” 
A good subject, and full of comfort when rightly viewed. 
He has written well, but seems to derive his arguments 
from the natural affection as the essential element in the 
happiness of the spiritual world. Now, will Bro. M. “be 
grieved” if I should offer a few thoughts upon this im- 
portant subject for the reflection of the readers of our 
esteemed organ, the HERALD? 

The natural affections are the gift of God to human- 
ity for a high and holy purpose, to saint and sinner, 
civilized and barbarian, wise and ignorant, powerful 
and helpless alike. It may be purified and intensified 
by knowledge and civilization, and is always elevated by 
enlightened religious instruction ; it is nevertheless nat- 
ural affection. 

The poor, uncivilized native of Brazil listens to the 
melodious song of the southern night bird, believing 
that it is the spirit of their dead children and friends 
singing to them through these beautiful bird organs to 
comfort them in their sorrows till they too shall come 
to the happy land where all the birds will be the birds 
of paradise. They, with the many millions of othars, 
seem to have no intelligent idea of the change from the 
natural to the spiritual existence, but fancy that. what- 
ever gives delight here to this earthly body will be found 
in heaven to make up the perfect happiness there. 

Bro. M. says, ‘What a glorious future this doctrine 
of heavenly recognition opens to us,’ etc. Even so, 
but does memory and affection alwaysgotogether? Does 
not memory present many things that affection rejects? 
And what a strange anomaly does the numerous fancied 
heavens present to the intelligent, reflective mind, to 
say nothing of the pagan world or remote ages who 
have in time made a fanciful heaven to suit their wishes, 
but even in the professed light ot the gospel. See the 
vanity—the papist fancies that all Catholics and none 
others will ever reach his heaven; and the self-satis- 
fied orthodox Trinitarian would be terribly shocked to 
be told that he would see multitudes of Unitarians in 
heaven; and the close communist knows at least to his

own satisfaction that there will be none in his heaven 
but those of his own particular faith who have come 
up through his mode of baptism. So we might con- 
tinue until we should find about as many fanciful heay- 
ens as there are different sects, all expecting to carry 
with them their peculiarities and love each other there 
with the same sectarian love with which their hearts 
are so full here. 

But we have reason and Scripture to teach us that 
the love of heaven isa spiritual love, expansive and far- 
reaching, and is not made-up of natural affections or in 
anywise limited to family circles. Ifnatural affections 
are to be retained there as here, will it not be a source 
of constant anxiety and painful thought, or memory, to 
recall that portion of our families, though loved dearly 
and prayed for fervently, that will never reach heaven 
or glory because they reject the Savior and will not 
obey his teachings? And, alas, how many families 
there are to-day that the line of Christian character would 
divide them and set apart upon the left hand to hear the 
sentence, Depart! 

But there will be a change from the natural to the 
spiritual body and memory will be spiritualized, and 
with the natural body will subside the natural affections. 
These affections are not destroyed but purified and spir- 
itualized, and like the stars whose light is hidden or ab- 
sorbed by the opening day and the rising sun, when this 
mortal shall put on immortality the spiritual affection 
will be so much greater, purer, and glorious that there 
will be no room for the natural affections in their im- 
perfections and weakness. Every child of God will be 
much more beloved and dearer to us than the dearest 
earthly friend or relation we have ever known in the 
earthly life. 

And memory, here often weak and sluggish, will there 
perhaps comprehend a world’s history in a moment of 
time; and all the faculties spiritualized, we shall be as 
angels, to die no more. When this change shall have 
been effected, the will and mind is changed and will be 
entirely absorbed in God’s will, his love and spiritual- 
ity. Itis true that “it doth not yet appear what we 
shall be; we are assured that when He whois our life 
shall appear we shall be like him, for we shal) see him 
as he is.’ The time devoted to a contemplation of 
man’s future destiny is well spent. His duty is more 
plainly seen in view of those great events which await 
his individual life and happiness, in perhaps a near fu- 
ture, and now so plainly cast their shadows before.

ANSWER TU “A FEW QUESTIONS.” 

I am not certain whether Bro. Beardshear, whose 
“few questions’ in the HERALD of March 4th are now 
before me, understood or misunderstood my meaning 
in the sentence he quoted from one of my articles on 
“The Significance of the Scriptures.” <A “legal pro- 
vision for pardon,” which is all on the part of God and 
Christ, must be wholly of grace, because it is a gratui- 
tous mercy or favor. Itis not a debt due to man asa 
claim of right existing in the nature of the case. My 
brother’s first question looks to me as though he had 
taken the idea of legal conditions of pardon instead of 
“legal provision.” I said nothing about legal condi- 
tions for pardon, if there are or can be any such thing. 
All divine laws of requirement presuppose justice. 
Sin against them presupposes injustice. Then God is 
just in punishing sin. If he pardons it is wholly 
gracious—an act of grace. All sins committed against 
just laws are acts of injustice. No claim for pardon 
can exist of itself, or by right, in any such case, nor 
unless such claim has been created by the grace of 
authority and power. 

If conditions of pardon exist therefore that men 
may “strictly comply with,” the provision for pardon 
thus made could not be claimed as a right or a debt. 
It would be of grace. But I neither thought anything 
about conditions that men might comply with, nor said 
anything about such. 

I regard the commands of God as strictly righteous 
in every particular, and needful to the highest good of 
man, and therefore I regard every infraction or viola- 
tion of those laws, precepts, or ordinances as injustice 
towards both God and man. If there exist in the pro- 
visions of God, what may in any sense be called condi- 
tions or a condition of pardon for sinners to comply 
with, it involves the complete reconciliation to God for 
the future of life, with implicit submission to his will. 
Then pardon must relate to the past, over which the

In a world of thought, investigation, and advance- 


ment there can be no end to the making of books.. 


But books come about through a diverse paternity. 
Authorship is inspired by whim, fancy, fame, hope of 
reward. Volumes thus made are literary waifs, and 
have but little history beyond the press-room and the 
bindery. 

Other books take their origin in maturity of thought 
and mastery of theme,—in a legitimate and irrepressi- 
ble inspiration to utterance.. For such a book Provi- 
dence has already created a want and assigned a work. 
It comes at the world’s call, and comes to abide. It is 
received with welcome and recognized as an ever help- 
ful friend. Such is the volume the title of which is 
given in full above. Ithas been read without bias,— 
read candidly to measure its merit and weight its 
worth in every sense of intrinsic literary, intellectual, 
and ethical value. 

Its first feature of merit is in the subjects it treats— 
their number, their names, their momentous nature, 
and the popular interest the worlds physical, meta- 
physical, and religious, now have in their investigation. 
These subjects are thus indexed (with full analytic and 
helpful subdivisions, too complete here to be copied): 


Religion; The Bible; Theology; Anthropology; De-! 
monology; Christology. Every essential phase of | 


these subjects is as thoroughly considered in a volume 
of nearly six hundred pages as is possible to a most 
expressive and condensing pen. With all this variety 
of subject, there is no medley, mixture, repetition, 
cross-statement or confusion. Every division, subdi- 
vision, proposition, and argument stands out in clear- 
cut outline, and in most logical and natural relation— 
the result of an evidently analytic and discriminating 
mind. Added to this is evidence of that patience, 
pains, and wide range of research which alone at this 
day entitle any author to confidence or more than cas- 
ual attention. 

Beside the importance of its subjects and the logic 
and thoroughness of their consideration, the natural- 
ness with which the various subjects and subdivisions 
of the book are related, is noticeable, and helpful to the 
reader. Indeed, upon no other features of the book 
than those of method, logic, and naturalness of relation, 
could one account for that double quality of elabora- 
tion and condensation which here join in so perfect a 
paradox.

It makes every man his own interpreter of 
truth, the Spirit helping. It takes the soul from 
under all human authority, whether it be that of pon- 
tiff or council, laic or cleric. Ably does it maintain 
both mental and spiritual freedom, though Rome clank 
in one’s ears the power of the keys, and though other 
conclaves pronounce their anathemas. 

In defending this liberty, the high order of argument, 
the fairness of spirit, the candor of mind, the dignity 
of style, will all combine to carry the book to an excel- 
lent class of readers, and to convey conviction to many 
a mind never attracted to the ring of mere theological 
pummeling, and too intelligent to be reached bya doc- 
trinal wrangle. Ifanywhere the author has had occa- 
sion to differ from others,—as indeed he has frequent- 
ly done—he argues his own side with the dignity of a 
clergyman, the wisdom of a scholar, the acuteness of a 
judge, and the charity of a Christian gentleman. 

A book with these features of merit is not made in a 
day, but comes to the people as the rich fruit of an au- 
thor’s extended studies, appealing, not only to every 
thoughtful reader, but in an effectual manner to 
scholars and students.

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SUNNY SOUTH. 


No one should make a tour of the South without 
visiting the old city of St. Augustine, some thirty-six 
miles south of Jacksonville, Florida. This city, which 
was founded more than three hundred years ago,.and, 
as we stated in our last, is the oldest city in America, 
is situated on the southern part of a peninsula, two 
miles from the sea, between the Matanzas and the St. 
Sabastian rivers. The new light-house, which is in 
plain view of the city, is the noblest structure of the 
kind on the Atlantic coast. The lantern alone, which 
sends its light far out over the sea to pilot the mariner 
safely into harbor, was constructed at a cost of $16,000. 

The old market-house,-or shed, which stands at the 
end of the public square, is an object of attraction to 
the tourist, not because of its antiquated appearance, 
but for the reason that in this structure the slaves were 
placed upon an elevated block, and sold by the public 
auctioneer to the highest bidder. In the center of this 
plaza, or public square, where the people “most do con- 
gregate,”’ stands a monument, in the form of an obelisk, 
about twenty feet high. It was dedicated in 1812 to 
the memory of the “Spanish Liberal Constitution.”’ 

Opposite this Spanish obelisk stands the confederate 
monument, erected by the ‘Ladies’ Memorial Society,” 
in honor of the soldiers who fell in the late war. On 
the east side of the monument is inscribed, “Our dead. 
Erected by the Ladies’ Memorial Association, of St. 
Augustine, Florida, A. D. 1872.” On the west side are 
these lines, ‘In memoriam. Our loved ones who gave 
their lives in the service of the confederate states.” 
On the south, ‘They died far from the home that gave 
them birth.” Facing the north is inscribed, “They 
have crossed the river, and rest under the shade of the 
trees.” 

The Spanish cathedral, which stands across the street 
from this public plaza, is an object of curiosity. On 
entering this antiquated structure, the stranger is 
peculiarly impressed. On the walls is a painting bear- 
ing the following interesting inscription, ‘First mass 
in St. Augustine, Florida, September 8, 1565, at the 
landing of the Spaniards under Pedro Menendez. With 
religion came to our shores civilization, arts, sciences, 
and industry.” The unique tower contains a chime 
of four bells, placed in four several niches, three of 
which form a horizontal line across the tower, and the 
other is above. These, together with the clock below, 
are so arranged as to form a perfect cross. One of 
these bells bears the date “A. D. 1689,” and is sup- 
posed to be the oldest in the country. 

It is not wonderful, when we consider the “romantic 
history, the peculiarity of its buildings, the salubrity 
of its climate,’ the variety and beauty of its trees, 
shrubs, and flowers, the songs of its birds, and the 
fragrance that fills the atmosphere—when we take into 
account all these attractions, we are not surprised that 
the Northerner, who has means and leisure at his com- 
mand, should select St. Augustine as the place of his 
winter sojourn. Nor are we surprised at the number, 
capacity, and elegance of its hotels. That there is 
vastly ‘‘more to follow” is seen in the fact that the 
Ponce de Leon Hotel,” which is now being erected, 
covers about five acres of land, five stories high, mak- 
ing twenty-five acres of hotel with a grand circular 
court in front, and more than thirty acres of yard land, 
filled with trees, shrubs, flowers, fruits, and singing 
birds. In many respects this will be one of the most 
magnificent hotels on the American continent. It is 
being erected by an Ohioan, at a cost of over one mill- 
ion of dollars. 

If any of the readers of the HERALD are planning 
to visit Florida, the most interesting part of the South, 
we advise them to go via Richmond, Virginia, and the 
“Atlantic Coast Line” of railroad to Jacksonville. 
Richmond itself is full of interest to the Northern 
tourist. Two or three dollars will command the serv- 
ice of a two-horse carriage and driver, who, in the 
course of three or four hours’ ride, will point out all 
the sights of public interest. The public square, in 
the midst of which stands the state capital, which is 
over one hundred years old, is full of interest to the 
visitor. Twenty acres of land in the midst of a city, 
half of which is covered with forest, in which, by 
actual count, there are two hundred and twenty squir- 
rels, dogs without number, to the contrary notwith- 
standing, speak well for the citizens, and even better 
for the dogs. A stroll through this old state house is 
full of interest to the visitor. More of the sacred

Martha A. Addington, wife of Rev. Thomas Adding- 
ton, and daughter of Randolph and Margaret Hughes, 
was born September 18, 1831, and died at her residence 
in Ridgeville, Randolph County, Indiana, March 25, 
1886, aged 54 years, 6 months, and 7 days.

MISSION NOTES—A SIAMESE IDOL. 

Two miles from Panyow, a walled city of northern 
Siam, is a shrine famous for its colossal image. The 
shrine is of brick, covered with plaster, and overlaid 
with gold-leaft. The forefinger of one hand of the image 
measures ten feet and the height of the image is in pro- 
portion to the hength of the finger. The idol is sur- 
rounded by flags and yellow cloth and tinsel cover the 
chest. 

The Siamese have no regularity in their meals, eaeh 
eating when he becomes hungry. They generally eat 
with their fingers, and the women may not eat until the 
men have finished. Siam is called “The Land of the 
White Elephant.” The king is called “The Lord of 
the White Elephant,” and the flag of the nation is a 
white elephant on a red ground. In the case of death 
the body is washed and then wound tightly in white 
cloth. Itis then placed in a wooden coffin covered with 
gilt paper and tinsel flowers. The coffin is not carried 
out through a door or a window, buta hole is cut in the 
wall of the house through which it is taken. To be- 
wilder the spirit, lest he should seek to haunt the 
premises, the body is borne several times around the 
house. The body is generally cremated entire, but 
sometimes the dying bequeath their flesh to the vult- 
ures. It is then cut from the bones and the bones 
themselves burned. All paupers and criminals are thus 
fed to the vultures. The funerals of the wealthy last 
for several days, accompanied by feasting, fireworks, and 
theatrical displays. Asa display of mourning white is 
worn, and the members of the immediate families shave 
their heads. 

Mrs. Sarah Judson, in 1818, translated a catechism 
into Siamese, it being the first book of their language. 
She also translated the Gospel of Matthew into their 
tongue. Thus woman really began the missionary work 
of Siam as she did that in the way of Protestantism of 
Mexico. Attheend of 1885 there were twelve Protestant 
churches in Siam.

UNION OR DISUNION, WHICH? 


In the issue of April 8th the Morning Star (Free 
Editor. | Baptist) editorially discusses the question of union and 
at the same time furnishes some points of information 
in which doubtless our readers will be much interested. 
In the same number of the Morning Star Rev. H. 
Whitcher offers statements and explanations relative 
to the present condition of the Christian Church, and 
that which, in his judgment, will be necessary in case 
they (the Free Baptists) consent to a union. 

From these articles we learn that overtures for union 
have been made by three denominations; namely, the 
Free Baptist, the Church of God, and the Christian 
Church. For some time these negotiations have been 
carried forward with varying fortunes until finally it 
is decided that a union with the Church of God 
is not practicable at the present time. Neither the 
Church of God nor the Christian Church, taken as a 
whole, arein the proper condition to be received into 
union with the Free Baptists,and so the Church of 
God is dismissed with the assurance that union with 
that body under present circumstances is not desir- 
able; and the Christian Church is to be divided into 
an Kast, West, and South, to the end that the eastern 
division of the Christian Church may be accepted on 
the basis of theological affinity, while the southern 
and western divisions are summarily repudiated be- 
cause of failure to come up to the standard qualifica- 
tion. The suggestion is offered that the differences 
which exist between the Christian Church of the 
East and of the West indicate that a division 
would be advisable and better for all parties. This 
gratuitous advice is given by the editor of the Morn- 
ing Stur under the heading of ‘‘Union,” and suggests 
the inquiry under which we write, ‘Union or Dis- 
union, Which?” Lest we be thought to misrepresent 
our Free Baptist brethren in this, we will furnish the 
following statements from the Morniny Star verbatim: 


“The ‘Christians’ exist in the East, the West, and the 
South. Each of these geographical divisions presents an 
element differing in some respects, not as a matter of 
profession, but as a matter of fact, from each of the 
others. The ‘Christians’ of the South, for instance, prac- 
tice sprinkling. But they, we are told, ‘have no organic 
connection whatever . . . with the American Christian 
Convention’ which comprises the ‘Christians’ of the East 
and the West, and with which alone the Church of God 
and the Free Baptists have any prospect at all of form- 
ing aunion. Now the churches of the American Chris- 
tian Convention, if we are correct, neither baptize in- 
fants nor practice sprinkling. But those of the West do 
not, as a rule, require baptism before church member- 
ship; while the ‘Christians’ of New England do require 
baptism before admitting to thechurch. The point we 
now make is this: the similarity of the Church of God 
is greater to the ‘Christians’ of the West than to those of 
the East, and the similarity of Free Baptists to the 
‘Christians’ of the East is greater than that to those of 
the West. Perhaps this is what the Advocate has in 
mind when it says: ‘The union between the Free Bap- 
tists and the Christians of the East, it seems to us, ought 
to be practicable and without detriment to either.’ So 
also it seems tous. * * * * Tf, now, a union of Free 
Baptists and the Church of God is not practicable, 
neither, we think, is a union of Free Baptists and the 
‘Christians’ of the West. Not to mention other things, 
Free Baptists are doubtless not able with a good con- 
science to omit baptism before church membership. * * 
The ‘Christians’ of the East differ from those of the 
West, in many important respects, as much as do the 
Free Baptists from the Church of God. The tie which 
binds them together in the American Christian Conven- 
tion (meeting once in four years) is at the best a loose 
one. Doubtless many of the ‘Christians’ would prefer 
to maintain this loose organization, retain their ultra- 
liberal basis, and induce both Free Baptists and the 
Church of God to join them therein and thereon. But, 
brethren of the ‘Christian’ connection, this is asking 
more than can be granted with a good conscience. We 
intend to show in another article why Free Baptists feel 
constrained to present ‘articles of faith’ as a declaration 
of definite principles to the world. 

“Tf our remarks seem to suggest a partition of the 
‘Christian connection,’ let it be understood that they are 
made in the strictest spirit of Christian love and courte- 
sy. * * * * The ‘Christians’ of the East are ‘Trinitari- 
ans’ in theology; though they do not like the term used. 
So far Free Baptists doubtless agree with them. The 
‘Christians’ do not believe in ‘Annihilationism.’ Free 
baptists most certainly do not. The ‘Christians’ are 
baptists (that is, the thing, not the name.) Free Baptists 
are Baptists both in fact and in name, but we are not 
aware that anybody regards the name as a sacred insti- 
tution. * * * * If the ‘Christians’ of the Hast and 


the Free Baptists can agree on the single point of adopt- 
ing (in a sense to be explained) a ‘confession of faith,’ 
we see not why a most desirable and grandly useful 
union may not beconsummated in the very near future, 
It may not be the ‘articles’ now published by authority 
of the Free Baptist General Conference (for several rea- 
sons we should hope not); it may not be the ‘statement’ 
presented and virtually agreed upon by the score and 
more of ‘Christian’ pastors who were present at the 
‘union convention’ in Boston recently; it would doubt- 
less be a new document, the acceptance of which would 
mark the beginning of a new and bright era for the 
churches whose declaration to the world it would be.” 


There are times when most ungenerous statements 
are uttered and selfish deeds are planned under cover 
of courteous speech and plausible arrangement, making 
it exceedingly difficult to write that which must be 
presented in reply without seeming to be unkind. The 
plans suggested by our friends of the Morning Star, 
and the language used, may appear to be kind and un- 
exceptionable in every way, but at the same time they 
speak— | 

“ With open design, though tenderly, and we feel 
The velvet scabbard holds a sword of steel.” 

The questions under discussion have been thrust 
upon us, and we must to the extent of our ability 
stand in defense of the truth and the church. In do- 
ing so we shall maintain a kind spirit throughout, even 
though it may be necessary to criticise severely the 
course suggested. 

It would seem to be impossible to misapprehend a 
design so clearly stated, or fail to appreciate the author- 
ity of the utterance by which it is proclaimed, with 
the language of the editor of the Morning Star before 
us, corroborated and buttressed by other leading writ- 
ers in the church. We have been of the opinion that 
a large majority of the ministers of that church were 
favorable to a genuine Christian union upon the Word 
of God alone. We have done, and must continue to 
do, all we can to accomplish a work so grand, and thus 
hasten the coming of the kingdom of God; but with the 
fast accumulating evidence before us we can see, at 
the present writing, but little room for hope. 

Relative to the union of the Free Baptist and Chris- 
tian churches we inquire, first, What is it that Free 
Baptist brethren do not propose to do? 

They do not propose to accept as a base of union the 
Word of God as the infallible and all-sufficient rule of 
faith and practice. Upon this the Christian Church 
has always been a unit. To the heroic souls who pro- 
tested against the tyranny of the creed power and led 
forth the earliest organizations of the Christian denom- 
ination this principle was regarded as of the first and 
highest importance. It has ever since held the first and 
highest position upon our banner—‘The Word of God 
our only rule of faith and practice.” 

But the Word of God is not enough for our Free Bap- 
tist brethren, and all concerned are informed that it 
will not be accepted as sufficient in their proposed plat- 
form of union. The imperfection and insufficiency of 
the Word of God must be supplemented by the suf- 
ficiency and perfection of the human confession of faith. 
The Morning Star says: “If the Christians of the 
East and the Free Baptists can agree on the single 
point of adopting (in a sense to be explained) a con- 
fession of faith, we see not why a most desirable and 
grandly useful union may not be consummated in the 
very near future.” 

Touching this, Paul declares: ‘And that from a 
child thou hast known the holy Scriptures, which are 
able to make theé wise unto salvation through faith 
which is in Christ Jesus. All Scripture is given by in- 
spiration of God, and is profitable for doctrine, for re- 
proof, for correction, for instruction in righteousness; 
that the man of God may be perfect, thoroughly fur- 
nished unto all good works.”’ But, then, Paul lived a 
great many years ago! IT IS NOT TRUE NOW 
THAT BY THE INSPIRED WORD “THE MAN 
OF GOD MAY BE PERFECT, THOROUGHLY 
FURNISHED UNTO ALL GOOD WORKS!” 

All are notified that union with the Free Baptist 
Church can not be expected only upon the condition 
that the confession of faith is agreed upon as an ex- 
pression of belief, a test of admission into church fel- 
lowship, and to the same extent the old Bible, the 
word of God, publicly and persistently dishonored. 

It may be that there are churches and ministers in 
the Christian denomination who are prepared to an- 
nounce to the world that the principles for which our 
fathers contended, for which they suffered the cruel 
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FUNERAL OF A GREAT GOOD MAN. 


In the Emporia Republican, of Kansas, dated Satur- 
day, March 20, 1886, mailed to me by Hon. J. 8. Craig, 
I find the following notice of the funeral of one of the 
pioneer Christians of Kansas: 


“ The funeral of Oliver Phillips, which took place from 
his late residence, was attended by a large concourse of 
sorrowing friends, who followed the remains to their 
last resting-place in the city of thedead. Elder Lotz, of 
the Christian Church, preached the funeral service, in 
which he paid a touching tribute to the deceased. A 
large number of people from the city were among those 
who attended the funeral. Mr. Phillips had his will 
made and all his affairs fixed up about a week before he 
died, and he told Colonel Flory, his counsel, that he felt 
that he had done his duty, and was willing to await the 
summons, which came soon afterwards.” 


Oliver Phillips moved to Kansas while the Indians 
were yet numerous, and settled in Butler County, some 
ten miles east of where Emporia now is, the Indians 
being his nearest and best neighbors. He made no 
complaint against them, but said that they were hon- 
orable and obliging. As the country became settled 
up he was appointed post-master, and ‘his place called 
Waterloo. He filled the position may years, with credit 
to himself and the service. He adorned his life by a 
beautiful Christian character, and was blessed with 
children who were settled happily around him. Elder 
Lotz, who preached the funeral sermon, is a Disciple 
preacher, and I thank him for the kind words respect- 
ing the departed. I do not know whether Sister 
Phillips is living or not. N. SuMMERBELL.

Among us there are fifty thousand who could 
spare fifty cents each quarterly forour church enterprises, 
and this would be one hundred thousand dollars per 
year. We have made it a rule not to beg, but we have 
earnestly sought to illustrate the ease of benevolence 
and urge its obligation. Next to dependence on the 
Spirit, the growth of the Christians depends on the use 
of money. The judicious use of five hundred thousand 
dollars within the next five years would double our 
numbers and probably treble our actual wealth. Even 
the Spirit will not work very vigorously where means 
are withholden by the people. We can see our want, 
How can we secure its answer? 

Lizzie Abernathy, of Covington, Ohio, writes: “The 
Home and Foreign Missionary Society of this church 
sends you $5.00 for the Mission School South. Our 
society is flourishing, and we hope soon to send you 
more.” Organized action tells the story. This method 
cultivates benevolence while it enlarges intelligence. 
The women are largely the moral power of the Chris- 
tians. Once organized for benevolent work they would 
make their power felt. Woman has other religious 
work to do beside singing, praying, and exhorting. 
She needs another arrow for her bow—that of the silver 
dollar. Ten dollars a year from each of one thousand 
churches means ten thousand dollars for work abroad 
—or outside of the home enterprise. The ladies of the 
Troy Church have raised twenty-seven hundred dollars 
for home work in fifteen years. This shows what the 
women can do as an organized power. May Covington 
forever flourish.

WASHINGTON LETTER. 
Wasuineron, D. C., April 5, 1886. 

There is a genuine feeling of sympathy for Secretary 
Manning among the employes of all grades in the de- 
partment over which he has so ably presided since the 
administration of President Cleveland came into power. 
As Secretary he has impressed his subordinates as a 
just man and no respecter of persons. The poorest and 
most humble man and woman in his department re~ 
ceived the same courteous and kindly treatment as the 
most prominent. All seem to feel a sense of personal 
misfortune in the Secretary’s illness. 

_ There is nothing marvelous in the fact that there has 

been a good deal of sickness among President Cleve- 
land’s advisers. Secretary Manning is a gentleman of 
plethoric tendencies, and his duties have been the se- 
verest kind of tax upon his brain. It is, perhaps, not 
wonderful that Mr. Garland’s physical resources give 
out occasionally under the telephone troubles to which 
he has been subjected, and Mr. Lamar accepted office 
under invalid conditions. 

The report upon the unsanitary condition of the 
Treasury building was a startling document to the 
thousands of-men and women who are obliged to spend 
seven hours a day or more within its walls. Many 
thousands of dollars have from time to time within the 
past dozen years been spent in attempts to improve the 
ventilation of the building. 

The subject has served for discussion among the 
clerks of that great department all the week. Nothing 
new has been said because the same subject has been 
discussed every year since 1860. There is no reason to 
believe that the building is very trying to the health of 
its employes. There are too many very healthy old 
clerks in that department to warrant the conclusion 
that great fatality attends employmentinit. There are 
men who have spent what constitutes a pretty long life 
within its walls. Nevertheless, it is quite true that the 
ventilation is defective. It was designed and built at a 
time when little attention was paid to the importance of 
sanitation, and the style of the building is such that it 
is probable that no improvement is to be expected. 
The truth is that the form of a Greek temple is an im- 
proper one to adopt for a great work-shop. 

Two months ago a Democrat—an old Irish veteran— 
was appointed to be a watchman in the Treasury De- 
partment. He was assigned to duty at the door of one 
of the rooms connected with the redemption division. 
Every one noticed the alertness of the new watchman, 
and the careful scrutiny given by him to the employes 
as they passed in and out. Last week he took a Demo- 
cratic friend aside and told him that the Republicans 
could not be as bad as they were painted. “I have 
been here,” said he, “eight weeks, and watched every 
one of ’em like a cat watches a mouse, and niver a one 
of them have been caught stealing a thing.” 

The distance his home is from Washington has a 
good deal to do with the ease and comfort of a Senator’s 
life during the session of Congress. Those Senators 
coming from a distance from this city are but seldom 
troubled by callers, while those representing states 
within a few hours’ ride of the National Capital some- 
times have to resort to all sorts of subterfuges to escape 
the rush of constituents, and the consequent drain upon 
their time and patience. Mr. Gorman, of Maryland, 
has more cards sent in to him than any other man in 
the Senate. On some occasions his constituents are so 


numerous in the reception room that he is forced to 
take refuge in the cloak room, so that the door-keepers 
cah say with perfect truth he is not in the Senate 
chamber, or to sit in some one else’s chair in order that 
his callers may be told he is not in his seat. Mr. 
Logan, by reason of his candidature for the vice-presi- 
dency during the last campaign, is—or was—the re- 
cipient of many cards. Most strangers, and especially 
those hailing from the states bordering on Illinois, have 
heard of and are anxious to speak with “Black Jack.” 
The Senatorial representatives of California and other 
far western states are but seldom troubled by callers. 

Strikes in the lower House and Republican Sena- 
torial caucuses on the question whether they will live 
up to the letter of the Edmunds resolutions about con- 
firming Presidential nominations, have marked the past 
week on Capitol hill. 

Senator Bowen did not dodge on the Edmunds reso- 
lutions. He is paired on all political questions with 
Senator Jones, of Florida.

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DESCRIPTION OF THE BLUEBERRY. 
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The Blueberry is a valuable fruit, and is a reliable fruit to grow in our Northern 
States where the more tender varieties of fruits winter-kill. It is perfectly hardy, 
having stood 40 degrees below zero without showing any injury to the most tender 
buds. It ripens in this latitude about the 1st of July, and is borne in clusters like 
currants ; shape, round; color, reddish purple at first, but becomes a bluish black 
when fully ripened. The flavor is equal to the raspberry, a very mild, rich sub-acid, 
pronounced by most people delicious. It may be served with sugar and cream or 
cooked sauce, and is splendid canned for winter use. The plant seems to flourish in 
all soils and is a prolific bearer. It grows very stocky and makes a nice hedge. 
The shining dark green leaves and the blue fruit making a pleasing contrast. The 
demand for the fruit is great, and usually brings 15 cents per quart. They com- 
mence bearing the first year after setting out, and yield a full crop the second and 
third years after setting out. They are propagated from suckers and root cuttings. 
The plant is about the height and size of the currant bush and very stocky, holding 
the fruit well up from the ground, Plants should be set in the spring during March, 
April, and May, in rows two or three teet apart and five or six feet between the rows, 
making a perfect hedge, and no grass or weeds should be allowed to grow between 
rows.
